Initial action was taken the first part of this week in the proposed 
suit of some 150 Palm Springs taxpayers against the county of R iver­ 
side for recovery of more than $14.000 in alleged illegal taxes paid 
this current fiscal year by village property owners. 
The machinery 
began grinding Monday noon at a m eeting of the board of directors 
of the Palm Springs Cham ber of Commerce, when a resolution w as 
passed authorizing the C ham ber's tax committee, composed of C ul­ 
ver Nichols, chairm an; Austin McManus, Frank C uller, and George 
Roberson, to lake necessary steps to arrange for th e proposed suit 
to be brought by those local taxpayers who paid "under protest" 
their first-half taxes for fiscal year beginning Ju ly 1, 1941. 
The 
com m ittee was empowered to spend up to $150 for the purpose of 
instigating the suit. 


$167,000 ITEM PROTESTED 


Reason for the proposed suit is 
the little m atter of an item for 
$167,000 designated “for the pur­ 
pose of purchasing land in con­ 
nection w ith local and national 
defense,” which a large group of 
local taxpayers claim was im ­ 
properly set up. included 
and 
adopted as part of the county 
budget for the fiscal year 1941- 


42. It is charged this item was not 
included or published 
in 
the 
county’s prelim inary budget made 
available to the public; and that, 
though never spent for the p u r­ 
pose designated, this one item 
alone cost the taxpayers of Palm 
Springs about 22 cents a hundred 
on the assessed valuation of their 
properties.

New operator of the 
publications w ill be Roy M edby, 
who has been associated w ith The 
D esert Sun for the past tw o and 
a h alf years. 
A ctually, the Chaffeys w ill re­ 
tain ow nership of the news and 
Lim elight for the tim e being, as 
the deal consists of a lease a r­ 
rangem ent betw een The Chaffey 
Com pany and Medby in which 
the latter receives an option to 
buy at some unspecified l a t e r 
date. The contract is dated May 
11, but M edby w ent to w ork at 
th e Lim elight and News office 
Monday. 
The Palm Springs News w a s 
started some seven years ago by 
G rant Wood, later passing into 
the hands of the Jaffe brothers.

To the Editor, 
The Desert Sun. 
Dear Sir: 
On W ednesday night at 
the 
regular m eeting of the city coun­ 
cil, the interests of th e service 
men w ere headed for th e benign 
idiocyncracies of a com m ittee — 
not one comm ittee, but two com­ 
mittees. The situation arose from 
a m eeting called by the Cham ber 
of Commerce, held at the Desert 
Inn two w eeks ago 
a t 
which 
“representatives of tw enty-four 
organizations” m et to discuss how 
the service m en problem was to 
be solved. 
Their solution was, 
that the city council should offi­ 
cially appoint a U nited Service 
Com m ittee representative of each 
of the organizations to “ponder” 
the problem. B ut the recreation 
com m ittee of the city presented 
the council w ith a claim to prior­ 
ity, which w as tacitly accepted 
by the council, who referred the 
program back to them , with the 
suggestion th a t each of the tw en­ 
ty-four organizations m ight nom­ 
inate a representative, to be ap ­ 
proved by the council, to act on 
an advisory board. 


Som ew here in the m iddle of all 
this you w ill find a bew ildered, 
perspiring service man, overcome 
by the sum m er heat, and disil­ 
lusioned by the inadequacy 
of 
Palm Springs’ reception. For it 
goes w ithout saying th a t by time 
the recreation com m ittee acts on 
the reference, the constituency of 
the 
tw enty-four 
organiztaions 
will have found a cool spot by 
the 
sea or in the m ountains, 
w here they w ill thank th eir lucky 
stars they a re not sw eltering in 
the over-heated atm osphere (ther­ 
mal and verbal) of Palm Springs. 


This need not have been. 
A 
resolution w as published in The 
Sun on A pril 4, passed April 2 
by the Palm Springs Post of the 
A m erican Legion, in w hich they 
not only undertook th e sponsor­ 
ship of attending to th e service 
man on a tem porary and perm a­ 
nent plan, but also invited the co­ 
operation of all organizations and 
individuals in the city who might 
volunteer or be requested for as­ 
sistance. It was the intention of 
the fram er of the resolution that 
one m an should head up the pro- 
gron\ w ith authority to act, not 
debate. 
In other words, that we 
w ere at w ar not at peace. 
And 
taking a page from experience, 
we w ere to m eet the problem in 
a m ilitary and not a dem ocratic 
m anner. The clinch to the argu­ 
m ent is the fact, that th e day be­ 
fore the resolution w as passed, 
“representatives of th e tw enty- 
four organizations” or some of 
them m et in the council cham ­ 
bers w ith the field secretary of 
the U. S. O. and after a pointed 
discussion, on hearing of the L e­ 
gion’s plan, they fell in line with 
the idea, th at there w as nothing 
to take the place of a soldier look­ 
ing out for a soldier. The more 
you think of it, the m ore sense 
it makes. T he pity is th at the 


citizens w ho really bleed for the 
service m an could not have ral­ 
lied round th e Legion. Instead, 
they cast longing eyes on an op­ 
portunity missed — w ith s i d e 
glances at funds in the City Can 
teen fund. 
Do these good people realize 
that 
by 
th eir selfishness 
and 
prejudice they will deprive some 
m other’s son of the sort of atten 
tion they w ish their own to have?

Salvage for Victory 


By JOHN R. MACARTNEY 


If our foresight were as good 
as our hindsight, there 
would 
have been no Pearl Harbor dis­ 
aster, nor would we have been 
the most w asteful nation on earth 
as we have been. In desperation 
the defense program calls for ev­ 
ery ounce of useable 
m aterial 
which can be converted into w ar 
channels. 
Did you know that before the 
national drive started for waste 
m aterial, the junk business did 
an annual billion dollar a year 
business. 
T hat 1,000,000 m en are em ploy­ 
ed full time. T hat there are about 
11,000 units in the business. 
That w aste m aterials have sup­ 
plied 50 percent of the raw m ate­ 
rials for the steel industry, 20 to 
25 percent for the m anufacture of 
alum inum and a large proportion 
for m any other needed metals. 
T hat approxim ately 65 percent 
of all copper used in the U. S. 
before th e w ar came from sec­ 
ondary sources. 
That only 28 percent of the na­ 
tion’s paper is now recovered; 
most of this comes from large in­ 
dustries, departm ent stores, large 
hotels, 
apartm ent 
houses 
and 
public buildings. 
T hat about 50 percent is lost 
going into furnaces, incinerators, 
or on the rubbish heap. 
The re­ 
m aining 22 percent goes into per­ 
m anent use as book, ledger, and 
file paper. 
That the shells turned out by 
the arm y ordnance plants 
are 
packed in 30,000 tons of paper 
board each month. 
That shirts, shoes, food for the 
arm ed forces, parts of 
combat 
planes, m unitions, rifles, chem ­ 
icals are all packed in paperboard 
boxes. 
That iron and steel scrap from 
junked 
automobiles, 
railroad 
equipm ent and other o u t s i d e 
sources is expected to produce 
m ore than 20 percent of the 87,­ 
000,000 tons of steel we w ill pro­ 
duce this year. 
That 16 percent of the 882,000 
tons of rubber, which the U. S. 
will use in 1942 m ust come from 
reclaim ed old tires, 
and 
other 
used rubber goods. 
To bring the reclaim ed total up 
to this am ount, rubber w hole­ 
salers w ill need all the old tires 
and tubes, boots, shoes and gar­ 
den hose, the public can contrib­ 
ute. 
Therefore if you see anyw here 
along the road an old tire, bring 
it in. In the first six m onths of 
1941, the U. S. steel and foundry 
consum ption of scrap totaled 30,­ 
000,000 tons. This was more than 
9,000,000 ton? above the 1940 fig­ 
ure for the same period. 
Did you know that a 100-pound 
aerial bomb takes 50 pounds of 
steel; a 500-pound bomb takes 
250 pounds; a 2000-pound bomb 
1000 pounds of steel and hand 
grenades use 1 lA pounds. 
Think these things over, and 
then m easure your patriotic zeal 
and love of country and support 
of our soldier boys by taking a 
good look at your garbage and 
w aste can.

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The county ordinance, passed 
in 1938, is now regarded as more 
far-reaching than the state 
law 
and 
R iverside County Counsel 
E arl Redwine, has been delegat­ 
ed by the state association of dis­ 
trict attorneys, Southern C alifor­ 
nia zone, to draft a state penal 
code 
am endm ent 
incorporating 
the provisions of the county o r­ 
dinance. 


The state’s highest court held 
th at the county ordinance was 
com pletely constitutional in m ak­ 
ing m ere possession of a slot m a­ 
chine, “which is or may be oper­ 
ated for gam bling purposes,” a 
penal violation. 


A ttorneys for K attlem an and 
Portnoy had contended th at the 
county law w as in conflict with 
the state law. 


Decisions against them 
were 
delivered by Justice of the Peace 
R. A. Moore, then by Superior 
Judge G. R. Freem an, next by 
the fourth district court of appeal 
and finally by the state suprem e 
court. The county ordinance es­ 
tablishes gam bling violations as 
high m isdem eanors, subject 
to 
m axim um jail term s of s e v e n 
m onths or m axim um fines of $600 
or both. 
Started in 1941 


The history of the prosecutions 
goes back to Jan u ary 21, 1941, 
w hen charges against 
Portnoy 
and K attlem an of the Cove Club, 
Earl Sausser of the 139 Club, who 
died last Saturday, and A1 W ert­ 
heim er of the Dunes Club were 
first filed in the Riverside justice 
court. Sausser pleaded guilty and 
was fined, w hen a doctor present­ 
ed a certificate as to his 
ill 
health. 


The other three w ere convicted 
by juries in March, 1941. 
They 
w ere fined $800 each and sent­ 
enced to four m onths in the coun­ 
ty industrial camp. Judge F ree­ 
m an 
affirm ed 
the 
judgm ents 
when all three appealed to the 
superior court. W ertheim er paid 
his fine and served a portion of 
the term at the road camp before 
he was paroled. 


Portnoy and K attlem an carried 
their appeals to the higher courts. 
The fourth district court of ap­ 
peals affirm ed the judgm ents on 
Septem ber 11, 1941.
